DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the search of 
the prior art does not disclose or reasonable suggest that the amorphous or polysilicon 
layer and the second mono-crystalline layer are formed by non-selectively growing a 
second silicon layer over the trench as required by independent claims 1, 8, and 15.
